IS HELD ILLEGAL ' 


Measure Regulating To- 
bacco. Production Ruled 
Unconstitutional. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 13.—() 
Federal Judge Charles I. Dawson to- 
day held unconstitutional the Kerr- 
Smith act regulating tobacco produc- 
tion. ” 

He acted in the suit of Penn broth- 
ers, Fayette county growers, to enjoin 
| United States District Attorney Mac 
\Swinford and Internal Revenue Col- 
lector Seldon R. Glenn from enforcing 
the law. 

The test was the first of the law 
in any court. : 

Holding a temporary injunction was 
unnecessary, Dawson ordered $7,000 
in taxes, impounded pending the liti- 
gation, returned to the Penns. 

The law imposes a tax of 25 per 
cent of the sale price of. the 1934 
crop on all tobacco grown without con- 
tracts with the secretary of agricul- 
ture, and 331-3 per cent on the un- 
contracted portion of the 1935 crop. 

$3,000,000 Collected. 

Last year the government collected 
$3,000,000 in Kerr-Smith taxes, half 
of which came from Kentucky.

Management, Workers 
Make Concessions in 
Agreement at Capital. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—(>)— 


American Federation of Labor chief- ed 


tains agreed tonight to call off their 
threatened strike in three large Akron 
(Ohio) rubber factories after obtain- 
ing concessiong from the manage- 
ments. 

The federation lost its fight, how- 
ever, for immediate elections to deter- 
mine whether employes in the Good- 
rich and Firestone plants preferred 
the federation to company unions as 
their representative for collective bar- 
gaining. 

William Green, federation president, 
and. representatives of the Rubber 
Workers’ Council. A. F. of L. unit 
in the rubber industry, agreed . that 
the rubber workers should not strike 
until. the companies’ court appeals 
from labor board election orders were 
concluded. This may take months. 

Tonight’s agreement. signed after 
three days of negotiations with Secre- 
tary Perkins. are subject to rafifi- 
eation by the rubber workers at mass 
meetings in Akron tomorrow. 

Speaking for himself and the local 
union presidents. Coleman Clahertv. 
federation organizer in Akron, said: 
“As far as we are concerned we are 
inclined to favor the agreement.” 

The four-point agreement provides: 

1—That the management would 
keep representatives of any group of 
emnloves for collective bargaining. 

2—That the company would post on 
its bulletin boards anv changes in 
hours. wages, or working condition 
arrived at in these negotiations.

Japan May Slash Lint Buying 
If U. S. Continues Interference 


TOKYO, April 12.—(/)—Ja 
hinted plainly today that the United 
States’ reported efforts to deprive 
her of her Latin American markets 
might cost the American cotton. grow- 
er some of his big.market in Japan. 

A statement the. foreign. office hand- 
ed to the Japanese press said United 
States commercial intetests were agi- 
tating to exelude Japanese products 
from Central and South America. 

If Nippon’s exports to those mar- 
kets are restricted, the statement add- 
ed, “it will affect our purchasing 
power. especially with reference to 
United States cotton, and will conse- 
quently react unfavorably upon Amer- 
ica’s export trade to Japan.”

Borah said afterward that he re- 
ceived the impression that the 61-year- 
old publisher, a close personal friend, 
agreed with him as to the need for 
reorganization, but possibly not as to 
the method of bringing it about.

Our attitude on this matter is 
exactly the same as that of big bank- 
ers prior to 1933, when their loans 
were threatened.” 

The companies in which the RFC 
has moved to protect its claims are: 
Maryland Casualty Insurance Com- 
pany, Detroit Life Insurance Com- 
pany, Denver & Salt Lake railroad, 
Wheeling & Lake Erie railroad, Unit- 
ed State Fidelity & Guaranty Com- 
pany and Public Utilities Securities 
Corporation.

Chairman Jones, a Houston banker, 
insists that the government does not 
want “to get into private business” 
through property seizure but that he 
intends to protect the federal govern- 
ment’s interests.

. Pen To Record 


DETROIT, April 13.—(#)-— ht 
was transferred silently and et 
from the human brain to paper by 
electric wires today. , 

The substance of these thoughts 
eould not be read on the paper. ut 
they recorded their passage through 
the brain‘ with .startling distinctness. 

With a similar hook-up also. the 
muscles of the human body | tele- 

phed an eleetric record of their 
atigue and. wrote it on paper. 

Both experiments were shown by 
Harvard scientists to the Federation 
of American Societies for’ Experimen- 
tal Biology. In both cases the body 
supplied all the electric current, ener- 
gies of a few millionths of a volt 
which naturally flow uninterruptedly 
throughout life. — ) 

Fine needles thrust into the flesh 
painlessly. with. aid of anesthetics 
acted as telegraph poles. Wireless at- 
tached. to the needles carried the 
body’s electrical messages, 

For thought recording one needle 
was°in the scalp, the other in. the 
‘lobe of the ear.

He asserted the federal govern- 
ment’s campaign against bootlegging 
has failed and demanded a reduction 
in the federal tax of $2 a gallon. 

“Reports reaching my office from 
various parts: of the United ‘States 
indicate that bootlegging is preva- 
lent on a large scale and that in 
spite of increased ‘activity on the part 
of the government, there is just as 
much illicit liquor manufactured and 
sold in this coitfntry as there was 
shortly after repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment,” McClellan wrote Secre- 
tary of Treasury Henry Morgenthau 
Junior. 

“It is variously estimated that il- 
licit channels supply from 50 to 60 
per cent of the alcoholic beverage de- 
ee 

“You, Mr. Secretary, were confi- 
dent that the bootlegger -tould be 
eliminated by rigid enforcement and 
while we disagreed with your con- 
tention, we have co-operated to the 
fullest extent and we were honestly 
hoping that your view would prove 
to be right. We have had over a 
year of repeal now and we'have only 
to look about us to become convinced 
that bootlegging is still here and, we 
fear, here to stay until the govern- 
ment adopts the common-sense pol- 
icy of recommending to congress a 
reduction in the tax on distilled spir- 


ts. : 

“T regret to say it, but suppres- 
gion of the bootlegger by the enforce- 
ment route has failed.” 

Treasury officials replied that they 
were generally satisfied with enforce- 
ment efforts and felt they gradually 
were gaining the upper hand. Since 
repeal, agents have seized more than 
12,000 stills and made more than 28,- 
000 arrests for liquor violations. 

The estimate that 50 per cent of 
liquor is illicit waa:termed a ‘gross 
exaggeration.” Officials said 5 per 
cent would be nearer right. 

Morgenthau was said to remain un- 
alterably opposed to reduction of the 
tax which is bringing the treasury 
about a million dollars daily. -It was

With regard to the press, our dis- 
cussion Will necessarily be largely in 
the nature of refutation, Our. argu- 
ment will be built. constructively, 
however, upon these two points: First, 
that the press is essential to democ- 
racy, for only through this agency 
can the people give voice to their 
wishes and find expression for what 
we call public epinion; second, the 
press is the chief means by which we 
can establish a bond of peace and 
unity among. the peoples of the world, 
because it is the principal agency of 
disseminating a géneral knowledge, 
and only through a common area of 
valid fact can we hope to achieve a 
common spirit of unity. 

Profit Motive Essential. 


broken down for this reason: that, 
while the system itself may not be 
entirely perfect, there is no workable 
system that may be substituted for 
it. The profit motive, which is the 
basis of capitalism, is essential in our 
present-day economic.society. 

We shall make four contentions re- 
garding the question of arms and 
munitions. ‘The prevention of the in- 
ternational shipment of these goods 
is impossible. Were it possible, it 
is impracticable. The international 
shipment of arms and munitions igs an 
essential trade, because 80 per cent 
of the nations are not in position to 
rovide for their own welfare. Final- 
y, were this trade abolished, the na- 
tions of the world would incur sev- 
eral serious disadvantages and the 
supposed benefits of such a move 
would not. be realized.

the result. In Great Britain no ad- 
vertiser is permitted to sponsor a 
radio’ broadcast. A dearth of inter- 
esting programs and short hours of 
operation are the natural -conse- 
quence. 

All these questions should be of par- 
ticularly live interest just at this time. 
We feel the English universities have 
made an. excellent selection of subjects 
and we look forward with pleasant

\Pleas Made at Conference in 


Honor of Pan-American 
7 Day. 3 


PHILADELPHIA, April 13.—(#) 
Pleas for a continuation of the “Good 
Neighbor” policy of the United States 
toward Latin-America in the interest 
of mutual understanding and a solu- 


tion of common problems were made 
by speakers today at a session of the 
American. Academy of Political and 
Social Science. 

The conference was held in honor 
of: Pan-American Day. 

Sumner Welles, assistant secretary 
of state and former ambassador to 
Cuba, said this nation has been “in 
no small part responsible’ for the 
barriers, economic and otherwise, 
which arose between the United States 
and Cuba. 

During the Latin republic’s internal 
strife two years ago its people looked 
to the United States, he said, because 
“as the result of our tariff policy, 
Cuba’s national economy was pros- 
trate.” A revised policy. he asserted, 
has brought a vast Corps eaneet in the 
relationship. 

Dr. Stephen P. Duggan, director of 
the Institute of International Hduca- 
tion, New York, described the trade 
agreement of August, 19384, as a 
“great benefit to both parties but of 
special value to Cuba in reviving trade 
and industry.” 

Welles deseribed Cuban conditions 
in 1983 under the Machado regime as 
“appalling,’ and’ said because. of the 
so-called Platt amendment, incorporat- 
ed in the treaty of 1908,. giving the 
United States the right to intervene, 
“the Cuban people looked. to Wash- 
ington to remedy improper conditions 
and to rectify evils which either ex- 
isted or which threatened the existence 
of their ov.n government.”

#All local laws which permitted the 
use of seines and other means of catch- 
ing fish similar to traps were nulli- 
fied by a recent act of the legislature. 
“It is the period during which fisk 
in our streams spawn, and we will 
do everything in our power to pre- 
vent fishing during the closed season,’ 
Cravey said. 
The closed season, however, does 
not apply to 18 counties in north 
Georgia in the mountain region.

NOTE ON U. S. STAMPS. 


By R. T. Freeman. 

The fourth, and one of the mos 
popular series of United States com- 
memoratives is the Louisiana Pur- 
chase issue of 1904, 

The Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
was held at St. Louis, Mo., from May 
to December, 1904, to celebrate the 
hundredth anniversary of the acquisi- 
tion of the Louisiana territory from 
France in 1803. 
- The stamps for this celebration 
were issued on April 1, 1904, at Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

A short description of the five val- 
ues of this series follows: 

One Cent—Shows a portrait of Rob- 
ert L. Livingston; minister to France 
at the time of the Louisiana purchase. 

Two Cents—Portrait of Thomas Jef- 
ferson from the painting by Gilbert 
Stuart. The purchase was made dur- 
ing Jefferson's second term as presi 
dent of the United States. 

Three Cents—Portrait of James 
Monroe, from the painting by James 
Vanderline. Monroe was appointed a 
special envoy to complete the sale of 
the Louisiana territory with France. 

Five Cents—Portrait of William 
McKinley, twenty-fifth president of 
the United States, 

Ten Cents—Map of the 
States showing the territory embraced 
by the Louisiana purchase shaded.

. SCOUTING METHODS. 
 *From time to time, it is our pur- 
pose to run articles dealing with camp 
life, camp craft and instructions as 
to the making of various articles in 
connection with Scout work. 
Scout’s Duty to Growing Trees. 

The good Scout does not destroy. 
He never uses an ax thoughtlessly. 
He chooses what to cut with a fore- 
knowledge that it will benefit the re- 
maining growing timber. His is not a 
‘mission of destruction and waste, but 
one of conservation. In choosing what 
to cut a-Scout considers the use. 

For Firewood—To build a fire, se- 
lect only dead wood; fallen logs or a 
dead standing tree. To start a fire, 
take pine, cedar or punk wood, as they 
make a good blaze. After your fire is 
well started add poplar, beech, oak, 
hickory or any hardwood, as these va- 
rieties give a long-lasting fire and 
make excellent coals for cooking pur- 
poses. Chestnut holds too much sap, 
and unless it is very dry, makes poor 
firewood, In wet weather, dry wood 
can very likely be chopped from the 
lee side (or sheltered side) of a log. 

For Fire Sticks—If green sticks are 
required for fire sticks or a pot -hang- 
er, cut them from an overcrowded 
thicket where their removal will bene- 
fit those you leave, Use the crooked 
shoots and the weaker ones, as a 
straight, strong sapling will become a 
-useful tree in_ time. 

For Tent or Ridge Poles—lor a tent 
pole, or ridge pole, select a shoot 
from a clump where the growth is 
crowded; or take a sapling which has 
grown from the root of a large tree, 
as such a shoot will be smothered by 
the mother tree eventually; or a bro- 
ken, hanging limb may do. The re- 
moval of such a limb helps the grow- 
ing tree. Always cut a hanging limb 
from the under side. Trim it close to 
the trunk, leaving a smooth cut. The 
bark will then grow over it, healifg 
‘the sear. Use care in chopping so 
that the back stroke of your ax does 
not sacar or bruise the living trees. 
Let your aim always be to select that 
which is of the least use in the forest. 

Gathering Brush for a Camp Bed—

than a bed of balsam fir or pine twigs. 
But every Scout should be careful not 
to damage the trees seriously by in- 
discriminately taking only the tender 
shoot from the twig ends.

Twenty-two values in the 
first group have for design the village 
of Basse Tonte, displaying a church 
and a few houses dominated by palm 
trees; the palace of the government, 
and two Martinique girls, with fan- 
tastic headgear. A fruit display is 
shown on the second group. 

All the Egyptian stamps are print- 
ed in two colors, and denominations 
range from 100 to 200 mills. The 
stamps show plenty of sky with an 
airplane in flight over three pyramids. 

Two Italian Sets. 

The two Italian sets for Tripolita- 
nia are for both air and ordinary 
postal use. The postage, a deep pur- 
ple, decorated with an ostrich, is 10 
centesimi; 25, green leafless tree in 
a decorated vase; 30, ocher-brown, 
hooded native with his drum; 450, 
purple, a stone arch, through whi@h 
is seen a minaret and tall poles with 
small flags waving; 1 lire, 25, shows 
an eagle resting on a stone wall; 5 
lira plus 1 brown, with a cheetah 
' creeping through the grass, and 10 
‘lira, crimson fasces rising over an 
Arabian town—three minarets are 
seen. For the air post, 50 centesimi 
is green, with an airplane stretched 
across the width of the design in full 
flight over a town; part of a plane in 
the upper foreground flying over a 
white mosque and walls, is shown on 
the 75; 1 lira is blue with tail-end of 
a plane over the sea; 2 plus 50, like 
50 centesimi. Two official stamps 
from Papua are the ninepence, purple 
and gray-back, and 1 shilling three- 
pence, light greenish blue and gray- 
black. ' ;

What’s in a Name? 


By LEWIS H. CRISMAN 


The study of place names is some- 
thing more than a harmless hobby— 
it vitalizes much that.‘one reads and 
experiences. / 

Illustrations of this can be found 
on any page of an atlas or of the 
United States official postal guide. 
Some names are descriptive of geo- 
graphical conditions, In northern Ohio 
there are two adjoining villages, 
whose names, Big Prairie and Lake- 
ville, would naturally prepare the 
traveler to find one village located 
on a level place and the other by 
the side of a large lake. The Great 
Smoky and Blue Ridge mountains re- 


| ceive their names from the blue haze 


which hovers around their summits. 
Akron, in Summit county, Ohio, is 
based on the Latin word for height. 
There is a township in Chester coun- 
ty. Penrsylvania, called Uwchlan, the 
term being the Welsh for “blue hills,” 
and another, Nantmeal, which in 
Welsh means “sweet stream.” 


There are hundreds of poetical In- 
dian names which almost invariably 
describe that which they designate. 
For example, Monogahela means 
“river of. the shining stars,” and Ohio 
is a modification of the Delaware 
name QOhiople or “river of white 
caps.” Authorities differ in regard 
to the meaning of Chicago, but the 
name is likely the Ojibwa word for 
“skunk cabbage,” coming from the 
root meaning “bad smell.” 


Other names are rich in historical 
connotations. Pittsburgh (Pa.) re- 
flects the friendship of William Pitt 
for the American colonies. Cleveland 
(Ohio) bears the name of General 
Moses Cleveland, president of the Con- 
necticut Land Company, which set- 
tled the western reserve of Ohio. 
Braddock, (Pa.) calls to mind the de- 
feat of the British general and his 
English and Virginia cohorts in 1755. 
Williams, Paulding and Van Wert, 
three counties of Ohio, were given 
their names as tributes to the free- 
booters who captured Major Andre. 
Counties in 16 states are named for 
“Mad Anthony” Wayne. 


To study the place names of a given 
section opens many windows into the 
history of the locality. The. trans- 
planted New England in the western 
reserve of Ohio is rich in names like 
New Lyme, Andover, Windsor and 
Litchfield, brought from the mother 
state of Connecticut by the pioneers.

AGE-GRADE CONDITIONS 
IMPROVE IN SCHOOLS 


Marked improvement in the “age- 
grade conditions” of the Atlanta pub- 
lic school system over a 12-year period 
was shown yesterday in comparisons 
released by Willis A. Sutton, superin- 
tendent of schools. 

The studies based on data of the 


department showed the percentage of |, 


over-age children in various Atlanta 
classes has been reduced from 62.1 per 
cent in 1922, to 27.3 per cent in 1 $ 
that the normal age has been increased 
from 35.6 per cent in 1922 to 66.4 per 
cent in 1934, and that of under-age 
children has been ratged from 2 per 
cent in 1922 to 63 ag cent in 1934. 

Improvement of the classroom age 
of students has shown a steady gain.

Mrs, M. H.’s experience is not un- 
usual; the more parents deny thems: 
selves for their children the greater 
their children’s selfishness becomes. 
A child actually expects his parents 
to give up to him, after a while. 

Your own unselfishness to a child 
does not make him unselfish. It you 
would teach your daughter to be un- 
selfish, let her see the pleasure that 
your self-denials give to someone else. 
Encourage her to give up for others 
and for you, then help her to get 
some real satisfaction from giving up. 
Show her that truly “it is more blessed 
to give than to receive.” 

Parents who make elaves of them- 
selves for their children need not be 
surprised to find evidences of dis- 
honor all about them. How can they 
expect consideration from children 
who have been taught to hold their 
parents in servitude, all their lives? 
No mother means to teach her chil- 
dren ingratitude, but her own spirit 
of self-sacrifice causes her to teach 
them selfishness. It is difficult to 
distinguish between parental sélf-de- 
nial which is right (that develops 
good health habits and good moral 
habits in our children) and self-denial 
which is wrong (that which gratifies, 
whim and caters to the child's self- 
indulgence).

‘| that they must respect and honor 


their parents. They, will learn respect 
in a thousand little ways, and not be- 
cause they have been told they must 


do it. 

Children should be trained to be in- 
dependent of their parents as-soon as 
possible. And they should also be 
trained to assist in the work of the 
household. Definite taske should be 
assigned to small children and these 
jobs should be added to as they grow 
older. It is important that a _ child 
be made to feel responsible for some 
little job; he will then take pride in 
giving service to the home.

ARADISE FOR RENT! 


That sign should be posted on Floreana Island in the glamorous 
Galapagos group, where days are languid and nights languorous, 
where there are no Ten Commandments—or landlords or neighbors. 

Once again the iguanas and sea lions rule’the rocky shores of the paradise 
of the Pacific, a tiny speck of lava rock set in the vast blue loneliness of the 


ocean. 


It is unoccupied since Frau Dora Koerwin, lone survivor of the 


catastrophes that overwhelmed her nudist Eden, donned the clumsy costume 
of civilization to conceal the buxom curves so long caressed by ‘the tropical 
sun, and returned to her friends and family in Germany. 

Her going brought to a close a strange interlude of weird and _ violen 
events; unconventional love affairs, hatred, jealousy and strife bordering on 
madness; a strange interlude that for five yeats intrigued the world, its curiosity 
tantalized by fragmentary reports of a rare bohemian drama being enacted 


by castaways. 

Her going, too, restores to Floreana 
the lure of isolation that draws to it 
lovers seeking elbow room to work out 
marvelous designs for living, unfettered by 
the strictures of society and annoying 
attentions from inquisitive acquaintances. 

It was the isolation that fascinated 
Dr. Friedrich Karl Ritter, well-to-do 
Berlin dentist. Nudist and health faddist, 
he tad long planned to find peace far 
from the world that tried to fit everyone 
into a common mold of existence. He 
was dissatisfied with everything, includ- 
ing his wife, and undoubtedly would 
have gone to Floreana alone had not 
Frau Koerwin encourag:d his extra- 
marital attentions. She hastened his go- 
ing by agreeing to join him in his search 
for paradise. 

They made no secret of their going. 
Each reached such peace as was possi- 
ble with his or her legal spouse. Then 
they were lost for nearly a year while 
they established on Floreana an Eden that won 
them world-wide fame as the first free-love 


Robinson Crusoes. 
RONICALLY, it was science that started 


the invasion of their paradise. Comm. Eu- 
gene F. McDonald, back from a zoological 
trip to the islands, brought the first news of the 
tropical nudist bower the Germans had estab- 
lished, The news was flashed to Europe and 
eventually brought to Floreana the characters 
who took such importanttroles in the tragedies. 

The island's lava cliffs are uninviting to the 
lookout on passing ships. Ritter had discovered 
in the crater of an extinct volcano an oasis lush 
with luxuriant tropical fruits and _ vegetation, 
abounding in game and blessed with a spring 
of sweet water. There, far from the cares of 
civilization, Ritter and Frau Koerwin built their 
love nest. The climate was so benign that the 
castaways wore clothes only when interlopers 
appeared. 

After that first year on their remote retreat, 
Ritter and his mate took stock of their situation. 

Life hadn't been all love and kisses. Nature 
was lavish im her fertility, but not always in a 
fashion to make existence one of continuous

bliss. There had been the problem of how to 


keep their wild neighbors at a distance. Farm 
and domestic animals that were lineal descend- 
ants of a long-forgotten attempt to colonize the 
island refused to recognize the rights of the 
human civilization suddenly sprung up in their 
midst. 

Ritter had tried to raise tomatoes, lettuce 
and other vegetables. Fowl and wild pigs 
trampled his plants into the ground. The 
donkeys that crashed through the jungle thick- 
ets didn’t respect even a palisade that cost many 
blisters and callouses to erect. 

But it was a plague of insects which de- 
voured the few plants saved from the bigger 
pests that proved the last discouraging straw to 
thosé first agricultural pursuits. Some tomatces, 
small and lacking flavor, were the only reward 
for many hours of gardening labor. 

Even the nights, by tradition made for lovers, 
went awry. ‘The silence that should have lulled 
them so sleep was raucous with the shrill calls 
of birds, the excited braying of donkeys and 
the yowling of wild dogs. 

Here was another vexing example of the 
manner in which the best-laid plans of mice 
and men so often and unexpectedly go awry. 


Before leaving Germany, Ritter, good den- 
tist that he was, had fixed things so he never 
need worry about toothache; he extracted all 
his teeth, and designed artificial teeth of rust- 
proof die-tool steel that would last a life-time. 
He figured that he could fix Frau Koerwin’s 
teeth, if they started aching, and with these 
new plates he would never need attention him- 
self.

ie is no wonder then, after these experiences, 
that he admitted to Capt. Allan Hancock, 
the Los Angeles yachtsman who paid a visit 
to the island and. gave thefff sorely-needed sup- 
plies: 

Paradise 
is what you make it.’ 
Yet neither would listen to any suggestion 


that they turn back from this existence to the

Ostensibly Phillipson was a servant. He re- 
mained to play a stellar role in the mystery that 
attended the dispersal of the Bohemian colony. 

This.trio invaded Floreana and built a hut 
near the sea. They named it “Paradise,” then 


- Viennese, - 
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proceeded to demonstrate that 
there is nothing in a name. 
Lorenz, of course, shared the 
baroness hut. Phillipson was 
relegated to a smaller shelter at 
a distance. The baroness adopt- 
ed a pair of flaming silk shorts 
as her complete costume, stuck a 
pistol in her belt and declared 
herself “Empress of Galapagos.” 


HEN weird tales began to 

come cut of Floreana. The 
gteen-eyed monster was as con- 
spicuous and ugly as the iguanas 
that scurried along the shore. 

The Ritters and the Baroness 
came to swords points over rul- 
ing the island. 

A letter from Ritter to a 
friend in America hinted at 
deeds so dark and terrible that’ 
“I cannot write about. . .”— 

Mr. and’Mrs., Arthur Witt- 
mer, a sedate married couple 
whose conventional ways were 
out of place in this free love par- 
adise, but who had setled near- 
by with their two children never- 
theless, told how Lorenz sought 
refuge with them from the baron- 
ess rage, but. later returned to 
her hut. 

Soon a young Dane named Arends joined 
the baroness’ retmue. He was shot when he

months later—shof in the abdomen, then nursed 
back to health. 

Ill-feeling then developed between. Lorenz 
and Phillipson. The latter had become the 
baroness’ hunting companion, and. then her 
favorite, and she showed her dissatisfaction 
with Lorenz by encouraging the bigger man as 
he beat and maltreated the invalid.

With these unruly interlopers gone 
from Eden, Ritter and Frau Koerwin 
might have been expected to have 
lived happily ever after. Buf that 
was not to be. The excitement and 

turmoil of the summer's events had taken their 
toll of Ritter’s strength. Even as Captain Han- 
cock was driving his yacht toward Floreana to 
visit him, Ritter died of heart disease. 

When Captain Hancock arrived. Frau Koer- 
win was carried aboard his yacht, hysterically 
sobbing and begging that he take her back to 
civilization. And when Floreana passed he- 
yond the horizon, it was truly a deserted island, 
for even the sedately married Wittmers had 
gone—where, no one knew. 

That accounts for paradise being for rent.

The heat of the equatonal sun 
is moderated by thé cool Humboldt current 
coming up out of the Antarctic. The comfort- 
able nights are accompanied by the lullaby of 
waves lapping on a tropic shore.

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Erland’s Poi Massacre 
Still a Mystery One Year 
After Finding of 6 Bodtes 


By PETER LEVINS. 


shortly before 5 o'clock, a 

resident of Erland’s Point, 
near Bremerton, Wash., peered 
through a window of a neighbor's 
home and beheld two battered 
and bloodstained bodies lying face 
down on the living room floor. 

The house was that of Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank Flieder, situated in an 
isolated spot about 300 feet from 
the nearest neighbor. Thomas 
Sanborn had heard dogs barking 
frantically in a sedan which had 
been standing in front of me 
Flieder dwelling for two days. The 
dogs, three French , were 
locked in the car, and they ap- 
peared weak from hunger and 
thirst. 

Sanborn rang the bell and 
pounded on the front of the house. 
But there was no answer. And 
then he looked through the win- 
dow. 

‘Sanborn dashed to the nearest 
telephone, called the sheriff’s of- 
fice, then hastened back with K. 
Erland, after whose family the 
smell residential community and 
summer resort had been named. 
They entered the house and came 
upon a scene of carnage that will 
haunt their dreams until they die. 


The two men lying on the living 
room floor had been beaten be- 
yond recognition, and they lay in 
a welter of coagulated blood. Their 
hands had been tied at the wrists. 
One of them, whom Sanborn and 
Erland decided must be Filieder, 
had been slashed in the throat. 
Later examination showed that 
Fiteder had been beaten nine 
times over the head with a ham- 
mer and twice in the face, break- 
ing the jawbone. ‘ 

The other man had been struck 
over the head 21 times. One 
of his bloodstained hands 
clasped the leg of an upturned 
stool, as though he had made a 
last convulsive effort to get to his 
feet. 


They Discover 
Two More Bodies. 


Sanborn and Erland stepped 
carefully around the bodies, then 
halted with frightened gasps. 

Two other bodies lay in an ad- 
joining room, a man and a wom- 
an. The man, whom the visitors 
immediately recognized as Magnus 
Jordan, elderly next-door neigh- 
bor of the Flieders, was slumped 
down in a chair beside a _ card 
table, with a bullet through the 
eye. The woman, a_ stranger to 
them, rested near-by on the floor 
under the table. She had been shot 
twice in the neck. 

Jordan, the woman and a third 
person had probably been play- 
ing pinochle, for there were cards 
and chips scattered about the 
table. The queen of hearts lay in 
a pool of blood on the floor, but 
the face of the card was perfectly 
clean, indicating that it had been 


(j- year ago this afternoon, 


pushed off the table some time 
after the killings. Neither of these 
two victims had apparently made 
any struggle. 
Sanborn and Erland continued 
their horrifying journey. In a bed- 
room they found Mrs. FPlieder, 
whose head had been battered, her 
throat cut, and her breast slashed. 
And in a closet they came upon 
the sixth and last body, another 
stranger to Sanborn and Erland. 
He had sustained five hammer 
blows, his throat had been cut, his 
jaw broken. His false teeth had 
been knocked out of his mouth 
and lay on the floor near the 


All of the bodies except that of 


/ Jordan had been bound with im- 


provised thongs, or shoe-laces. 

The house was in considerable 
disorder, and appeared to have 
been ransacked. Bloodstains cov- 
ered the floors and walls. ~ 


It was apparent that the FPlied- 
ers and their guests had been havy- 
ing a congenial party when the 
killer or killers entered, for there 
were 18 empty beer bottles on the 
back porch, six empties were in 
the kitchen, and an unopened 
carton of 12 bottles on the kitchen 
table. 


Presently Sheriff D. L. Blanken- 
ship arrived. Later there were 
other officers at the scene, Chief 
of Police J. W.. Tribble of Bremer- 
ton, Under Sheriff Rush Blanken- 
ship, brother of the sheriff, and 
Luke S. May, noted criminal in- 
vestigator of Seattle, who had 
figured in many important cases 
throughout the northwest. 


The county medical officers said 
that the murders had been com- 
mitted about 48 hours before their 
discovery.

As for the other three victims— 

Frank Flieder, 45, had been a 
resident of Bremerton for many 
years. He was a retired grocer. 

Mrs. Anne Flieder, 52, had mar- 
ried Flieder after the death of her 
previous husband, Clifford Taylor, 
Bremerton druggist, who died in 
1931, leaving her a life income 
and this house in which the mur- 
ders had been committed. 


Magnus Jordan, 62, was a bache-- 


lor, a retired navy man, who had 
served 30 years and was living on 
his pension. An expert bridge play- 
er, he was frequently invited to 
parties because of his skill. 

Erland’s Point is located on a 
point of land jutting into Puget 
Sound, six miles northwest of the 
navy yard, where between 4,000 
and 5,000 workmen have been em- 
ployed since the World War. In 
the summer there are ordinarily 
about a 100 families living at Er- 
land’s Point, but at the time of 
the murders there were about a 
dozen families. The nearest com- 
munity of any size is Bremerton, 
seat of the navy yard, 16 miles by 
ferry from Seattle. 

The house of death stood on a 
knoll, thickly surrounded . by 
second growth fir, overlooking 
Washington Norrows, an arm of 
Puget Sound. The side of the house 
faced the beach, about 50 feet dis- 
tant. The scene could easily be 
reached either by automobile or 
by boat, but the investigators 
found no evidence whatever as to 
what means of transportation the 
killers used. 

No resident of the community 
could recall having\ heard any un- 
toward sounds—screams of pistol 
shots—on the night of the mas- 
sacre, Thursday, Mareh 29. No one 
had passed the Flieder residence 
“that evening. 

Naturally other theories than 
that of robbery occurred to the 
authorities.

Law on Inquests 
In Washington. 


There was no inquest. The law 
of the state of Washington reads 
as follows: 

“When information is given to 
any coroner that the body of any 


person, the cause of whose death 
is unknown and there shall exist 
reasonable ground for the belief 
that such death has been caused 
by unlawful means at the hands of 
another, he shall go to the place 
where the body is and forthwith 
summon six good and lawful per- 
sons qualified by law to serve as 
jurors, to appear before him forth- 
with at the place where the body 
of the deceased is, to inquire into 
the cause of the death.” 

Another paragraph provides: 

“After inspecting ‘the body and 
hearing the testimony, the jury 
shall render their verdict and cer- 
tify the same in writing, signed 
by them and setting forth who the 
person killed is, if known, and 
when, where, and by what means 
he came to his death; and if-he 
was killed or his death occasioned 
by the act of another by criminal 
means, whe is guilty thereof, if 
known.” 

But no inquest was held. Neither 
Blankenship nor County Prosecu- 
tor R. W. Miller would give any 
explanation beyond the statement 
by the sheriff that he was to busy 
to bother, adding, “We know how 
the killings were committed. 
What’s the use of holding an in- 
quest?”

Not a. ‘aces elue 
had been unearthed. 

Sheriff Blankenship was tulle 
in an automobile. accident 
November 4, a few days before the 
citizens of Kitsap county were to 
vote for his re-election. His broth- 
er Rush became the party nominee 
and won. However, his republican 
opponents contested on the ground 
that Rush Blankenship had been a 
convict in a Kansas penitentiary. 


This disclosure had come to the 
knowledge of the sheriff's political 
enemies in a rather curious man- 
ner. Within a week or so of the 
Erland’s Point massacre, all. the 
fingerprints gathered in the house 
had been sent to the central bu- 
reau in Washington, D. C. Pres~ 
ently the bureau reported that 
some of the fingerprints found in 
the house were those of a former 
inmate of the federal prison at 
Leavenworth, Kan. 

They had been Rush Blanken- 
ship’s prints, which he had left at 
the scene while he was investigat- 
ing the case with his brother ané€ 
other officers. 

Blankenship won his fight, for 
he had been pardoned and his 
citizenship restored. 

And now a year has passed, and 
there is no solution in the mas- 
sacre at Erland’s Point.

THE DISTRIBUTIONAL NO-TRUMP. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON. 


World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst. 


_ will instantly occur to all 


VER since the introduction of 

contract bridge, one certain 

bid has been the football of 
the system experimenters; a bid 
whieh has had requirements vary- 
ing from pitiful weakness to Gar- 
gantuan strength; a bid which, 
because of its lack of specific 
meaning has almost inevitably 
stymied the proper future develop- 
ment if the bidding. This trouble- 
some bid was the original one no- 
trump. 

When, finally I evolved the 
theory of the new distributional 
no-trump I shouted “Eureka”’— 
but not loudly. Inwardly, I was 
sure that the solution had been 
found—but actually it was still 
only a theory and not until it had 
been complete and thorough test- 
ing in the hands of experts using 
it in actual play, could it become 
an accepted principle of the new 
1935 Culbertson System. 

An opening bid of one no-trump 
is made only on hands of 4-3-3-3 
distribution and containing vul- 
nerable or not vulnerable, about 


four to five honortricks in at. 


jeast three suits. On hands ful- 
filling these requirements one no- 
trump should be bid despite the 
possession of a biddable suit. 
There are two striking points 
in these new requirements which 
stu- 


dents of the game. First, the 


requirements in honor-tricks are 


considerably higher when not vul- 
nerable than they have been be- 
fore. Second, no attempt is made 
to show the’ biddable suits immed- 
jately. Yet these facts do not in 
in any way violate any accepted 
principle of the Culbertson Sys- 
tem. 

Space precludes the chance to 
go into details at this time but 
readers and students of the Cul- 
bertson System will find from 


time to time further developments 
of this bid in these columns. 


SQUEEZE AND END-PLAY. 


An ambitious contract 
was fulfilled by Sonth on the hand 
below. He manoetivered a very 
beautiful squeeze and end-play 
against his right hand opponent, 
He lost only three tricks despite 
the opponents holding three aces, 
two queens and a jack against 
him, in addition to four trumps 
to the jack-nine in one hand.

1—East deliberately does not

2—South, with his 4-4-4-1 distri- 
bution cannot stand no-trump 
and returns to four spades des- 
pite the fact he only has four 
cards of the suit in his hand. 


3—West’s double is certainly ex- 
cusable.:-He does not expect to 
find two honors in spades be- 
hind him. 


West laid down the heart ace 
since his partner had supported 
the suit. This card held the trick, 
East signaling with the eight-spot. 
A heart was continued, dummy’s 
jack was topped by East’s queen, 
and South trumped. He then laid 
down the ace and king of spades 
and followed with a small spade, 
finessing the ten in dummy, be- 
cause East had shown out and had 
discarded a heart. The nine of 
clubs was led and passed around 
to West's ace. The West player 
had no good lead available. Con- 
sidering the diamond lead too 
dangerous, he led another heart. 
The king in dummy won the 
trick, and South discarded a dia- 
mond, The queen of spades was 
led from dummy, dropping West's 
jack, and South discarding anoth- 
er diamond from his own hand. 
It is very unusual indeed when 


‘the declarer discards on a lead of 


his own trump. suit. 

A club was led from dummy, 
and another finesse taken against 
the queen, South’s ten holding the 


trick. Declarer this time had a- 


pretty good count on the opposing 
hands and knew he would drop 
the club queen by laying down the 
king. 
queen of diamonds from his own 
hand, playing a low card from 
dummy. 

East in the meantime was hav- 
ing his troubles. He knew he had 
to keep his club queen guarded as 
long as possible, and therefore 
was forced to bare down on the 
ace-jack of diamonds alone. He 


had to lead another club, which 
would have given South a third 
finesse in his suit or lead the jack , 
of diamonds which would give the 
declarer two tricks in that. suit. 
His lead was immaterial and the 
declarer made the rest of the 
tricks, losing only the three ace 
and fulfilling the double game 
contract for a top-score on the 
board.
